In sustained cases ONLY, copies of the accused member’s Summary o^mviou^Discinlinary Actions and Record of Previous Compliment¬ 
ary History will be included as attachments. Th e complainant related in a statement taken by 

Captain Harry Hohm, that she heard one shot fired by one of the arresting officers and then 
changed her story and stated that she heard five shots fired. ADS Andrew Greenlee and Capt 

Hohm indicated in their reports that they examined both of Officers Watson's and Glover's 
firearms and that the guns were fully loaded and had no odor of being recently fired. The 
accused officers firearms were inventoried an^se^^t^the Crime Laboratory for examination. 
The complainant further alleged that she and were verbally and physically abused 

but did not sustain any injury nor seek for any medical attention. 

The arrest and police reports indicate that was arrested on charges of 

Disorderly Conduct and Resisting Arrest. The reports state that the arresting officers, 

W. Watson and Kevin Glover were investigating a battery when they observed and 

four other subjects walking along the railroad tracks. The officers attem pted to ques tion 
the subjects as the three male subjects fled and the two females remained. beca 

combative, refused to cooperate with the officers and was subseque^ly arrested. Then unknow 
subjects in the weeds began to throw rocks at the officers while was in custody. The 

officers could not see where the rocks came from and walked away with the offender to trans¬ 
port her to the station for processing. 


Photographs were taken of and the scene of the arrest by an Evidence 

Technician but reveal no visible signs of injury to the complainant. The Crime Laboratory 
Report, Gun Shot Residue Analysis for Officer Watson and Officer Glover’s firearms were 
negative. The Bkllastics Firearms Report indicates that Officer Watson's firearm has residui 
present but cannot substantiate that the gun was fired specifically on 05 Oct. 1990. The 
To/From Report 1 of Lt. R. Contino states that Officers K. Glover and W. Watson had their In- 
Service Firearm Qalification on 27 Sept. 1990, at the Area 1 range during the 3rd Watch and

The complainant has not cooperated with this investigation to subst¬ 

antiate the allegations made against the accused officers. All attempts to have the 
complainant cooperate in the furthera nce of this investigation have met with nega tive 

Friends the complainant,related 
in their statements a^^^^gsgg^Jihat they observed the arresting officers phys^^^^^^^^^ 
abuse and and heard the officers verbally abuse them. HHHIHHBI 

stated that she heard th^f^s^shot from Officer Watson's gun and saw the flashes of the 
last two shots fired. and stated that they were hiding in the 

bushes and saw three- flashes from Office^W^sot^s gun. 

Officer William Watson and Kevin Glover denied the allegations made against them. 
Officers Watson and Glover corroborated in their statements that they did not fire any 
shots from their weapons during the course of arrest. Officer Watson stated 

that he last fired his firearm on 27 September 1990, at the Area 1 Gun Range for In-Service 
Firearm Qualification and did not clean his gun afterwards. ^ 

Other than the scant information furnished by the complainant, very few facts are 
available on which to commence a proper investigation. If the complainant cooperates 
in the future, the case will be reopened. In view of the foregoing facts is is recommend¬ 
ed that this matter be closed. 
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
